The 
total average for this department is 41 per 
ct. Tennessee estimates that the pisking 
eeason will close on the 20th December, 
north Mississippi, January 14th; Arkansas, 
January llth. Tennessee estim:tes an in- 
creased production over 1874 of 18 per cent.; 1 
rorth M slppl, 15 per cent.; Arkansas, 
34.per cent. The average increased pro- 
duétion for this department is 23 per cent. 
Under this head, Tennessee complaina that 
the crop is very late, and consequently 
liabie to serious damage by frost, both in 
Tennessee and Arkansas. The picking has 
been seriously retarded in Arkansas, both 
by sickness and the fact that the laborers 
have waited for extortionate wages.
